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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schuster 
(3805505) in view of Schlomer et al (6035625). 

Schuster teaches a yarn withdrawal nozzle for an open-end rotor spinning arrangement 
(Figure 1) having an inlet funnel (Figure 2) and a coaxially, concentrically arranged structure 
comprised of 2-6 circularly-shaped beads or grooves of different diameters in the inlet funnel 
(70). While Schuster essentially teaches the invention as discussed above, he fails to specifically 
teach notches arranged in the traveling direction of a yarn downstream of the grooves or beads. 
Schlomer teaches that placing such notches downstream of beads or grooves is well known, so as 
to aid in twisting (34). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to utilize the notches as taught by Schlomer in the withdrawal nozzle of 
Schuster, so as to provide a higher quality yarn. The ordinarily skilled artisan would have 
understood the situation in which such notches were taught, and would have known to apply 
such notches to the nozzle of Schuster so as to enable a better twist to form. 

Likewise, Schlomer also teaches that beads or grooves may occur in an outlet area of the 
inlet funnel, providing the same yarn enhancing properties (Figure 2). 
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In regards to a polished heavy-duty ceramic material being used for the withdrawal 
nozzle, such is well known in the art. Polished ceramic provides a smooth, heat resistant surface 
ideal for yarn contact, and the ordinarily skilled artisan understands its utilization. 

In regards to claim 8, this is a product by process claim, and provides no further 
definition to the independent claim other than the fact that the nozzle is producible.
